W ashington, D ecem ber 13:h.—Y esterday 
afteraooD, as soon as th e C ourt was called to 
order, G uiteau, w ith flashing eyes and ner­ 
vous utterances, shouted o u t: “ T here are a 
good m any poodle dogs in the press, and I 
w ant to express m y contem pt for those 
poodle dogs cf th e high-toned press of the 
country who are beginning to express their 
opinion. 
I t w ould be a crim e to hang a 
m an who w as in m y condition on th e 2d of 
Jn ly , w hen I was im pelled upon the P resi­ 
d en t.” 
Som e one in the audience cried out, " S h o o t 
him dowD!” 
Cries of “ O rder !” from bailifls 
reduced th e audience to quiet, and D r. Spetzha 
again took the stand. 
T he w itness concluded 
from the shape of bis face and bead and the 
defective condition i t the facial muscles, and 
from the pronounced deviation of the tongue 
to the left, th a t the prisoner was born w ith 
unequal developm ent of his b r\in , and th a t 
his insanity was congenital. 
T he witness de­ 
scribed w ith great p articu larity th e peculiari­ 
ties of head form ation w hich he held to be 
distorted in the prisoner’s case ; he thought, 
in the prisoner’s case, the inequality iu the 
two BideB of the head was three tim es greater 
th an in a norm al head ; inequality could be 
taken as indication of m oral im becility only 
iu proportion to its degree. 
T he w itness con­ 
tinued : “ if I bad only th a t m an’s (pointing 
to G uiteau) m ean face to judge by, I should 
say he w as a depraved m an or an insane m an, 
b u t introducing other factors in the form a- 
m ation of the inequality of his facial ex­ 
pression and the deviation of his tongu.-, I 
am of opinion th a t the trouble is of congen­ 
ital origin.” 
GUITEAU SATISFIED. 
T he closest attention was paid by G uiteau 
to th e evidence of this w itness, and his satis­ 
faction was plainly itd icated by th e ex­ 
pression of his countenance. 
T he w itness, 
becoming w eary, w as allowed to sit down, 
b u t D istrict A tto rn ey U orkhill insisted upon 
his standing up, as he could not see or hear 
him . 
T he w itness stood up, saying th a t it 
was a triv ial m atter w hether C orkhill conld 
see or hear him . 
G niteau was im m ensely 
am t'sed a t th is reto rt, aDd w ith a chuckle 
s a id : “ H e’s a bad m an for you, Corkhill. 
W e’ve got Eome m ore of th em .” 
T he w itness, upon talking w ith the pris­ 
oner, found th a t he based bis conclusions 
npoo|insane and im probable assum ptions, but 
granting his assum ptions to be true, bis con­ 
clusions were logical. 
The cross-exam ination 
w as continued w ith th e evident purpose of 
discrediting the testim ony, b u t the w itness 
was m ore than a m atch fur his questioners. 
Colonel Coi khill sharply questioned the w it­ 
ness in regard to an article he contributed to 
a m edical journal. A spicy colloquy followed, 
w hich G uiteau interrupted by shou tin g : “ I t 
seems to cause you considerable trouble. Y ou 
had b etter cool off, C orkhill. 
I haven’t seen 
you heated bo before. 
I t ’s 3 o’clcck, we had 
better go hom e.” 
THE WITNESS OFFENDED. 
T he w itness w as asked if he had n o t ap­ 
peared as an expert in a certain case, and 
after taking a fee cn one side returned it, and 
taken a larger one from th e other side. 
The 
witneas replied w ith considerable w arm th : 
“ Y on have no basis for such a question, and 
no m an dares to m ake sn assertion upon 
w kieh he c .uld found it.” 
G uiteau again iu 'e m io te d in g reat roge, 
and in a voies w hich com pletely drow ned the 
utterances of counsel and witness, yelling o u h, 
“ T h a t’s a very d irty question for you to ask, 
Corkhill. 
I t ju st suits your brain. 
I ’m go­ 
ing to ask A rth u r to kick you out of this case. 
W hy, this mar. is one of the first scientists of 
the country. 
W hy, he w ouldn’t condescend 
to sp it on you. C orkhill. 
Y ou are in bad re­ 
pute, C orkhill, w ith every m em ber of this 
Ll.ir. 
Y on are an unm itigated nm sar.ee in 
this case." 
T he C ourt then adjourned w ithout conclud­ 
ing th e exam ination of the witness. 
T u esd ay 's r ro c e e d ln e s . 


W a s h in g t o n , D ecem ber 13th.—D r. Speiz- 
ka resum ed his testim ony in th e G uiteau case 
this m orning. 
C orkhill handed w itness a slip of paper, 
on which was draw n a diagram of a hum an 
head, and sa id : “ Now, doctor, supposing 
this to be the prisoner’s head, will yen please 
point c u t the inequalities to which you re­ 
ferred yesterday ?” 
B ffore any reply conld be m ate, G uiteau 
raised a laugh by sa y in g : “ T h at accounts 
for it. 
A h a tte r cam e to see me th is m orn­ 
ing, and offered m e a new h at if I would let 
him take m y bead. 
I got the hat, b u t I don’t 
pay for it.” 
C oikhill—Oh, no ! the G overnm ent will 
have to do eo. 
W itness gave his reasons for considering 
the prisoner insane. 
U pon a question being asked by C orkhill, 
G uiteau broke in w ith, “ I ’ve been looking up 
your record, Corkhill, and I'll show you u p .” 
S abrequenlly G uiteau again in terru p ted 
th e exam ination, and shouted, 
“ I see th a t 
crank T alm adge has been di ing some sensa­ 
tionalism business in this case. 
H o had 
b etter go Blow. 
H o has been before bis 
Synod several tim es for lying. 
H is rep u ta­ 
tion in N ew Y ork is know n for running for 
houses of prostitution. 
I have g ot try eye 
on several cranks, and if they don’t go slow 
I ’H give som e m ore of them some free advice. 
T he high-toned portion of the A m erican 
people are beginning to take the rig h t view 
of this case.” 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
A fter recess L . S. Gobei, of N ew Y ork, 
took the w itness stand. 
G uiteau—If your H onor please, I would 
like to know w h at th ey expect to prove by 
this w itness ? 
1 think we have had about 
enough of this kind of testim ony. 
I only 
know this m an slightly. 
Jn d g e Cox—I t is not necessary to state in 
advance. 
G o on, M r. W itness. 
W itness—W as in th e life insurance busi­ 
ness. 
T he prisoner desired to Bolicit for him . 
W itness paid him $23, b u t never realizad any 
business from bis rfforts. 
T he prisoner told 
w itness he was abont to m arry a w ealthy 
lady, and was to have the A ustrian mission, 
and w anted to borrow $200. 
W itness did 
not th in k th a t an evidence of unsound m iud. 
W . H . Copeland, a journalist, was called, 
and identified some new spaper slips. 
G uiteau—Y ou’re no law yer, Copeland. 
H i. K etehum , of N ew Y ork, an atto rn ey 
a t law, knew the prisoner in 1873, when he 
occupied a desk in th e office of Ju d g e Howes. 
W itness related an instance of G uiteau’s ob­ 
taining m oney under false pretenses. 
Scoville objected to all testim ony going to 
show the com m ission of any other crim e or 
misdenaeam r by the prisoner. 
G uiteau (in d ig n a n tlj)— I never got a cent 
from this m an in m y life. 
H e was only a 
poor clerk. 
1 did not consider him a proper 
associate for a high-toned law yer like myself. 
T he prisoner continually in terru p ted the 
witness, and insisted th a t th e evidence was 
entirely irrelevant. 
F inally, tu rn in g to Sco­ 
ville, he sa id : 
“ Y ou are gettin g badly 
cracked on this m atter. 
If you had any 
sense you would see it doss not do our cause 
any good. 
Y ou will be on trial as a crank 
yourself if you don’t look out. 
W h y you are 
getting worse th an C orkhill ” 
H en ry W ood, of Philadelphia, had known 
the prisoner som e years ; never saw anything 
to indicate th a t he was of unsound m ind ; 
alw ays thought th a t he was possessed of rare 
intelligence. 
W itness knew G uiteau’s wife 
from neighborship ; his fam ily have rendered 
her service. 
G uiteau called upon him to 
th an k his fam ily for th eir kindness. 
G nitean here took occasion to slander his 
wife in m ost outrageons term s. 
“ T his m an,” 
he said, “ knew her before I did. 
Y ou can 
draw your own inference.” 
Sam . B. Phelps, a broker of N ew Y ork, 
testified : K new the prisoner since 1868; first 
knew him in Chicago. 
G uiteau becam e a little angry a t a state­ 
m ent m ade by witness, and rattled off a per­ 
fect tirade of abuse, several m inutes elapsing 
bsfore th e exam ination could proceed. 
W itness said ha had know n the p riso n e r; 
never saw anything to indicate th a t he was 
of nnsonnd m ind. 
T he cross-exam ination w as continued till 
th e hour for adjournm ent, and w as fre­ 


quently in terru p ted by G uiteau w ith contra-1 
dictions and denials. 
A S trik in g S cene. 
W ashington, D ecem ber 13th.—A striking 
scene occurred in yesterday’s proceedings. 
1' Shoot 
him dow n! 
D am n 
him 1” 
were 
th e words which came from a clear, ringing 
voice in th e corner a t the rig h t cf Ju d g e 
Cox. T he assassin’s foul m outh was instantly 
closed, and the quivering w retch turned 
d eath ly pale. 
H e cringed in his seat, and 
was dum b w ith fear. 
H e looked as if he 
th o u g h t his hour had come, and he no longer 
blasphem ed or called upon the D eity. There 
was cf course an excited m ovem ent in the 
C ourt-room , and Ju d g e Cox sharply called 
out from the bench : “ W ho is th a t? ” 
The 
officers could discover no offender, and the 
incident passed, b u t the coved w retch, who 
had ju st been defying the C ourt and abusing 
th e counsel, was stilled. 
T he outcry prob­ 
ably cam e from a spectator who could not 
restrain his indignation a t the black g u ird 
m outhings of the assassin, who had no pur* 
pose of assault to m urder in th a t place, at 
least w here th s innocent m ight su ife r: b u t 
there is a strong feeling, which has very 
deeply im pres-ed M r. Scoville a t least, th a t 
som etim e a pistol m ay be fired first and an 
outcry m ade afterw ard. 
“ I tm afraid ,” said 
George Scoville last night, “ th a t som ebody 
will p u t a bullet into G uiteau’s head before 
this tria l is over.” 
Those who sa t in th e dim 
lig h t of th e dingy C ourt-rocm this afternoon 
had some reason to th in k th a t Scoviilf’s fears 
w ere about to be realized.

L e tte r. 


W a s h in g t o n . D ecem ber 13ib.—I t is not 
im possible th a t G uiteau m ay be revealed as a 
forger. 
T he letter which he w rote to the 
D istrict A tto rn ey asking far bail struck 
C orkhill as resem bling closely th e fam ous 
M orey letter, and several experts have so 
pronounced P . 
The first three . letters in 
G uiteau’s nam e in the D tter to the D istrict 
A tto rn ey , and th e first three le-tters in G ar­ 
field’s signs ture in the M orey le i'e r are ab-~- 
lute-ly identical. 
T he letter is now iu posses­ 
sion of the Chief Clerk of the S tate D ep art­ 
m ent, and no one has y et seen the original 
M orey letter and tho G uiteau letter b n t has 
pronounced them w ritten by tho same person. 
A t the tim e the M orey letter was w ritten, 
G uiteau had been driven from the R epubli­ 
can headquarters in N ew Y ork, b u t was 
hanging around in th a t city.

causes for it are im bedded in our system , and 
are ever present. He depicted in strong term s 
the dargera of the expectation and love of 
( flice, the corruption and degradation of pub­ 
lic sentim ent, a id declared th a t we m ust 
eradicate this system . 
W e m ust tran sact cur 
business on business principles. 
H e invited 
discussion and criticism of his bill. H e c'osrd 
w ith an appeal to the R e publican Senators, 
who have the pow er and em olum ents of the 
adm inistration, and to th e D em ocrats who 
w .u ld sooner or later have the offices, to de­ 
clare th a t m erit alone should win a place. 
H is peroration w as eloquent and effective.

whatever talent for diplomacy he possesses, 
before the Isthmus question, and the South 
American question, and the French pork 
question, and various other international 
issues, are satisfactorily settled. 
Mean­ 
time the newSecretary deserves, and doubt­ 
less will receive, impartial and considerate 
treatm ent at the hands of the press and 
people. 


THE NIHILISTS AND THE CZAK. 


The proof that the Russian police have 
thus far failed to root out the Nihilists has 
just been given in a startling way, by the 
discovery that a servant in the Emperor’s 
palace has been for several weeks past de­ 
positing threatening letters in his very 
sleeping chamber. I t is true that the police 
have caught her at last, but it is evident 
th at a Nihilist having free access to the 
Emperor’s bedroom for weeks together 
might easily have assassinated him had Bhe 
desired to do so. 
As she ha3 warned him 
that he was to die in a few weeks, he will 
no doubt feel anything but comfortable, 
notwithstanding the arrest of his mys­ 
terious correspondent, for he will rcllect 
that after all her confederates are still at 
liberty, aDd that he does not know whether 
they too are not members of his household. 
The recent trials have also shown that the 
police are not to be trusted, and that the 
very men who are charged with the care of 
the Emperor’s person may be in league 
with his assassins. 
Altogether the Czar’s 
position continues to be as precarious as 
ever.

Expert testimony on the question of the 
sanity of murderers has become a positive 
abuse of late years, and for good reasons. 
In the first place it is not im partial testi­ 
mony, since the medical witnesses are 
paid by the side which produces them. 
E xpert testimony of nearly all kinds is 
open to the same objection, and in fact it 
is almost universally regarded with dis­ 
trust and contempt by lawyers. 
I t has 
been said that it is always possible to bring 
as many doctors to swear to one view as to 
the opposite view, and experience certainly 
hears out this conclusion. 
In the Guiteau 
case the familiar proceedings are being re­ 
produced. 
The defense introduces doctors 
who express the opinion th at the prisoner 
is insane. 
The prosecution introduces 
other doctors 
who 
express the opin­ 
ion th at he is sane. 
The only effect 
of 
all 
this 
conflicting 
evidence is, 
first, to produce the impression that the 
whole question of the prisoner’s punish­ 
ability rests on the determination of his 
sanity ; and, second, to create the belief 
that medical science is utterly at sea on 
the subject. 
Under such circumstances 
an average jury may fall back upon the 
primitive methods 
of settling difficult 
problems. 
Thus if there are ten medical 
opinions in favor of the sanity theory, and 
only nine in favor of the insanity theory, 
the jury may decide with the majority. 
Or if the medical opinions in favor of in­ 
sanity preponderate, the jury may find 
the prisoner insane. 
But all such attem pts 
to make clear demonstration of the pris­ 
oner’s mental condition are certain to re­ 
sult in some such confusion, and the worst 
of the m atter is that the really vital issue 
is in danger of being lost sight of in the 
fog of medical contradictions. 
That vital issue is not, whether Guiteau 
was insane when he killed the President, 
but whether he was legally irresponsible. 
There are almost infinite gradations of 
mental unsoundness, and this is a principal 
reason why expert testimony in these 
cases is so conflicting. 
From observation 
of Guiteau’s conduct we think it may be 
safely predicated that he is of unsound 
mind. 
The corrollary that he is irrespon­ 
sible, is, however, by no means a necessary 
sequence of this belief. 
The one great 
question to be decided in this trial is 
whether a man who ¡3 conclusively shown 
to have been perfectly competent to reason, 
to draw inferences, to transact the ordi­ 
nary business of life, shall he allowed to 
go unpunished for a heinous crime, on the 
plea of insanity. 
The prosecution appears 
t j us to have missed its strongest position 
in allowing the defense to assume that the 
question of insanity was the crucial one in 
the case. 
H ad it taken the ground that 
the prisoner might have been of unsound 
mind, but that he was nevertheless fully re­ 
sponsible for his actions, it would have not 
only overthrown the main dependence 
of the defense, but have established a pre­ 
cedent of incalculable value. 
Nor has the prosecution apparently done 
anything to bring into prominence the fact 
that the expert testimony has but a very 
remote hearing upon the question of re­ 
sponsibility. 
Doctors may satisfy them ­ 
selves th at Guiteau is inBane more or less, 
but in expressing th at opinion they do not 
pass upon his responsibility, though unfor­ 
tunately fur the interests of justice the 
average jury is very apt to think that they 
do. 
To a man ignorant of physiology and 
mental pathology there are no degrees in 
insanity, and when a prisoner is declared 
insane the tendency is to jump to the con­ 
clusion that he is therefore, and of neces­ 
sity, irresponsible. 
But the most experi­ 
enced alienists have been teaching for years 
that complete accountability may co-exist 
with pronounced cerebral disease, and the 
annals of crime confirm this conclusion re 
markably. 
The cases in which crime is 
the effect of irresistible impulse are ex­ 
tremely rare. 
In fact they may probably 
be limited to the instances in which a 
homicidal impulse occurs contemporaneous­ 
ly with suspension of the perceptive facul­ 
ties. 
Such a case was th at of the man who 
awoke in the night under the impression 
that he was attacked by a robber, and who 
killed his own wife under the hallucina­ 
tion. 
As a rule, however, the most con­ 
firmed maniac knows enough to resist the 
homicidal impulse, and it is only in the 
access of epileptic frenzy th at all power of 
resistance to that impulse disappears. 
This is the doctrine which in our judg­ 
ment the prosecution should have adopted. 
I t is the doctrine of the most advanced 
alienist science, and therefore it ought 
to be accepted. 
The broad tru th is that 
insanity is very widely diffused in modern 
society. 
I t may be said to resemble the 
scrofulons diathesis, which is inherited by 
thousands in the most various degrees, and 
which in one person may produce but tem­ 
porary and local disturbances, while in 
another it permeates the entire system, 
attacks the ganglionic centers, and de­ 
stroys health, reason, or even life itself. 
Ju st 
bo there are scores of thousands of 
persons inheriting the insane temperament, 
who merely exhibit more or less eccen­ 
tricity. There are other thousands who are 
so much more mad as to be incapable of 
persistent application. 
And by slow de­ 
grees we reach the class whose insanity 
becomes so pronounced as to compel their 
confinement. 
Guiteau evidently belongs 
in one of the first categories. 
He is a man 
of ill-balanced mind, but quite capable of 
understanding the significance of his own 
actions. 
To say that he is insane is not 
therefore to say that he is irresponsible, 
and this is what the prosecution ought to 
affirm. The proof of Guiteau’a responsibility 
is m atter which an average jury can be 
made to comprehend, moreover. 
It Í3 not 
like scientific evidence upon a question of 
mental pathology, the most part of which 
goes over their heads. 
The expert testi­ 
mony can throw no light upon the real 
¡isue. 
I t can only obscure that issue, and 
this in fact is what it is doing. 
W e are 
sor-y that the prosecution should have 
dropped so readily into the old grooves, 
and th at consequently this important trial 
should have assumed the complexion of 
those numerous cases in which the igno­ 
rance of jurors and the perverseness of 
lawyers have combined to bring about the 
deleat of justice. 
The expert testimony 
will do no good whatever. 
But it may be 
regarded as certain th at the jury can by 
no possibility encounter the risk of hang­ 
ing an innocent or irresponsible man, by 
finding Guiteau gnilty as charged in the in­ 
dictment, and that it will bo equally safe 
on this head, whether the prisoner is con­ 
sidered sane or insane.

TWENTY 6EC0XD DAY OF TEE SLICKERS 
C.iSS IN CCUBY. 


The Testimony of Hamiltpn Smith, Presi­ 
dent of the Miners’ ¿Bsociation— 
The Ancient Gravel Beds. 


The tlichees case—The people of the State 
of California vs. The Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company—was resumed yesterday at 
9:30 A. M , Hon. Jackson Temple presiding. 
Mr. Uren resumed the witness stand. 
Cross-examination (by Mr. Cadwalader)— 
There were three persons beside myself en­ 
gaged in the survey of the river. The ex­ 
treme depth of the secoud bend of the Indiana 
Hill pit is 180 feet. [WitnesB described the 
manner in which he made che surveys at Gold 
Run ] The surface above the 6econd bench 
would average about 140 feet. 
I do not think 
the defendants in this action worked the sur­ 
face at Indiana HilL The upper or first 
waehings were sluiced through deep cuts into 
Canyon creek, thence their tailings went into 
the American river. A considerable portion 
of the blue cemented gravel lying on the bed­ 
rock has been blasted and washed away. 
I 
know that the blue cement gravel will wash 
quite readily after being blasted. A great 
many large chunks of cemented gravel are 
washed through the tunnel in large masses. 
The material from the tunnel passes through 
the undercurrents of Mr. Kinder. There is 
one drop in Canyon creek of nearly 100 feet. 


THE DROP INTO THE TUNNEL 
And the grade in Canyon creek would net 
dissolve cemented gravel like this sample— 
Gonld No. L I saw gravel of this character 
in certain portions of the river. The npper 
portion of my survey of the river contained 
a great many cobbles. The cobbles when used 
in making pavements are set on end. 
When 
deposited in the river they lay flit. The 
heaviest cobble are deposited near the mouth 
of Canyon creek, and lighter material further 
down. The banks of the Gold Run mine, 
after having been exposed to the action of the 
air for a season, change somewhat in color. 
I did not examine the material in the bed of 
the river to see whether it contained masses 
of cement or not. The drop of eighty feet 
from the bottom of the pit into the tunnel 
breaks up a large amount of the cemented 
gravel. I think that there are large quanti­ 
ties of cement washed into the North Fork 
from the Gold Run mines in an unpulverized 
state. The cemented gravel for the first fifty 
or sixty feet from the bedrock is very firm 
and almost as heavy as stone. 
I think that 
the proportion of rock in the pit of the Gold 
Run mine is 75 per cent. The red soil in the 
Gold Run District varies from nothing to 
twenty feet in depth. In some places the 
bedrock crops out on the surface. 
The soil in 
that neighborhood is well adapted to the 
growing of fruit trees. The timber growing 
there is spruce, oak and various kind of pine. 
The winter rains wash considerable mud from 
the soil into the river. I do not know the 
area 
of 
bedrock 
washed 
off 
in the 
Indiana Hill pit. 
Have seen rocks in that 
mine that would weigh more than 1,000 
pounds. Thes6 large rocks are not always on 
the bed rock. Have seen rocks half as large 
as this Ccurt-room, one hundred feet above 
the bed rock in mines at Dutch Flat. [Here 
witness explained the manner of blasting 
tnwldere with giant powder, and banks with 
black powder.] The total length of excava­ 
tions in the Gold Run district is about 13,000 
feet. I have not Been the mouth of Canyon 
creek for seven or eight years. 
I found that 
the filling at the mouth of Shirt-tail canyon 
was from ten to fifteen feet deep. 
I saw the 
bottom of the Gold Run Hume Borne years 
ago. 
A t that time it was covered with 
blocks. 
Have seen cobbles used instead of 
blocks. 
RAILROAD IRON 
Is used in some cases. 
They are to keep the 
flume bottom from wearing ont. 
The inten­ 
tion of blocking is to make a smooth surface 
for the material to wash easily. 
Redirect-examination (to J. K. Byrnt)— 
Railroad iron is placed lengthwise of the 
flume. The tailings at the mouth of Shirt- 
tail canyon probably come down that canyon. 
Mr. H art moved to strike this state­ 
ment out. Motion overruled. There are 
no 
deposits 
immediately 
below 
Rice’s 
bridge. 
The 
Bnrface 
washings of 
the 
hydraulic districts are practically abandoned. 
None of the material in the chancel of the 
defendant’s mine can be washed in any other 
way except through their tunnel. The sur­ 
face of the river presents a Randy appearance 
where I made my survey. [Here the witness 
described an under-cun ent.] Cement gravel, 
like sample Gould No. 1, would not disin­ 
tegrate with the action of water. 
I think 
that specimen would remain in the river for 
years in its present condition. 


HAMILTON SMITH, 
Sworn. Direct examination (to Mr. Dibble)— 
I am a civil and mining engineer. I have 
practiced it in the Eastern States, on this coast, 
in Mexico, and to some extent in South 
America. I belong to the Society of Mining 
Engineers of America, and to the Society of 
Civil Engineers of America. 
I have read 
and studied hydraulic engineering ever since 
I have been an eDgiocer. I have been in ac­ 
tive practice as an engineer for the last 
twenty-four years. Since I have been in 
California most of my civil engineering, and 
a good deal of my mining engineering, has 
been in connection with water-works and wa­ 
ter, chiefly in constructing water-works for 
the supply of mines. 
Necessarily, in my ex­ 
perience and practice as an engineer in build­ 
ing the water-works, I have had a good deal 
of practical experience, and I have looked 
into it very carefully. I have looked into 
the theoretical discussion of the flow of 
water very carefully, and I have made a great 
many experiments in this connection. 
I 
have had charge as engineer and manager— 
m a n ag in g agent, especially—of the Bloom­ 
field and Milton Companies, two of the largest 
hydraulic gravel mines in California or in the 
world. They were under my general super­ 
intendence, and under my direction nearly all 
the engineering works belonging to tbese 
companies have been constructed. 
I think 
that under my direction they have expended 
nearly three million dollars, chiefly in hy­ 
draulic works. I have examined privately a 
great many qnartz and gravel mines in Cali­ 
fornia, generally as an expert. 
People desir­ 
ing to purchase mines secure generally the 
cervices of some expert, and obtain his opinion 
before making the purchase. In that capacity 
I have examined mines in nearly all the min­ 
ing counties in tho State, from El Dorado to 
Trinity. I am the President of the 


MINERS’ ASSOCIATION OF CALIFORNIA. 
The membership of this organization is quite 
large. There are, perhaps, one huudred com­ 
panies in the organization, and from my posi­ 
tion as President, which position I have oc­ 
cupied from its organization, I have acquired 
a very considerable knowledge, necessarily, 
of the mines and properties of the members 
of the organization. I have as President of 
that organization cirected maps and surveys 
to be made of the Gold Run mine. I hove 
been farcili ir with that property mare or less 
since 1870. The channel on which the Gold 
Run mice is situated forms a part of a gen­ 
eral sjstern of gravel channels ia the State, 
generally known as pleoclne river channels. 
Mr. H art objected to their introducing tes­ 
timony of this kind. 
S. M. \V:lson argued at considerable length 
that it was entirely proper that the defense 
be allowed to show that large rivers in the 
past have been tilled by tin action of natural 
causes alone ; that rivers are constantly filling 
with large deposits without the aid of man. 
The testimony eo far as it relates to the 
mines in question was allowed to proceed. 
Witness resumed—I 
have 
particularly 
studied the characteristics and theories of 
this system of channels. I have a pretty 
thorough knowledge of those 


ANCIENT GRAVEL CHANNELS, 
And have studied their geological features 
very carefully. I am not a geologist, but 
consider myself very Well informed about 
these particular ancient river beds. 
This is 
a map of the great valley of California, of 
the country from Tulare lake up to the Iron 
Canyon, below Redding, 
This is a map 
lately prepared by Professor Whitney, and 
published with his last volume on the Aurif­ 
erous Gravel Deposits of California. 
It is 
based largely on the surveys made by Pro­ 
fessor Whitney, when he was Chief of the 
Geological Survey of California. [Witness 
also submitted a profile of a cross section 
from the 
South to the Middle Y uba ] 
These ancient auriferous gravel channel», or 
gravel beds, extend iu California from Mari­ 
posa to Del Norte or Siskiyou. 
No. 1 is a 
map of the great valley of California from 
Iron canyon, near Redding, to the extreme 
southern drainage of the San Joaquin valley. 
It was prepared by authority of the Govern­ 
ment, to accompany a report prepared by 
General Alexander, Colonel Mendell and 
Professor Davidson, and made to Congress. 
Map No. 2 shows the tertiary auriferous 
gravel deposits, and was made under the di­ 
rection of Professor Whitney. 
Professor 
Whitney was for several years in charge of 
the 
GEOLOGICAL SCEVETS OF CALIFORNIA, 
And he is now at Cambridge. 
These ancient 
gravel deposits are found in seventeen 
counties of this State, and but little is 
known yet of their extent. The course ot 
t he channels Í3 very irregular, and they were 
large rivers no doubt. [Here witness ex­ 


plained at great lergth the map of Professor 
Whitney.] In many places these ancient 
channels have been covered with a large top 
deposit of lava or crepacioas lava, and it is 
impossible to say what is their exact position. 
The grade of the ancient rivers was more 
than that of the present. 
The gold that was 
taken out of the first mining in California 
came unquestionably from these gravel de­ 
posits. Thejpresent miner is able to estimate 
the amount of gold contained in these chan­ 
nels by the result of past experience in min­ 
ing therein. 
Afternoon Session. 
Hamilton Smith (to Mr. Dibble)—I would 
like to call the attention of the Cenrt to the 
position of the gravel channel between Gold 
Run and where it emerges from the plains 
near Marysville. Yon find the gravel below 
tide-water in some places. Near Smartsville 
the bedrock is 300 or 400 feet above tide­ 
water. This gravel channel has been worked 
upon as far up as Muddy Flat, where it dis­ 
appears. Yon find the gravel chancel again 
at Batcher’s Hill, where it his been washed 
away about four or five miles by the Yuba 
river. From Butcher’s Hill the channel con­ 
tinues to Columbia Hill. The bedrock of this 
ancient river is of regular grade, or of irreg­ 
ular grads rather; varying from 20 to 30 feet 
up to 200 ieet a mile. 
In portions it is cov­ 
ered with the fl >\v cf lava. 
There is some 
slight deposit of lav3 at Smartsville. 
From 
there up to Lake City none is to be found. 
At Lake City there is a deposit of 20 feet. 
Between Bloomfield and Wolsey Flat theie 
ia a deposit of 000 or 700 feet of lava under­ 
neath the gravel. 
That nee don of this an­ 
cient channel is pretty well shown on this 
map of Mr. Uren’s, where it has a width at 
the bottom of 300 or 400 feet, and a width on 
theeurfaceof some 2,000 or 2,200 feet. The 
ground in the lower portion of the channel is 
called 
THE BLUE GRAVEL 
Generally from its color, which is blue. The 
upper gravel is called surface gravel. The 
surface gravel is sometimes red. 
I have seen 
red banks 150 feet deep, of almost pink color. 
Generally they are white. The gravel in the 
upper portion of the deposit is small, as a 
general thing, with large bodies of pipe-clay 
frequently occurring on one side or the other 
of the channel. The ground in the lower por­ 
tion, or the blue gravel, contains mnch larger 
bowlders, and in places great numbers of 
them. 
These bowlders are generally near the 
bed-rock, at the bottom of the channel, 
though in many places I have seen these 
ancient bowlders, of a very large size indeed, 
at 50 to GO feet above the bottom of the chan­ 
nel. These gravel channels are known to be 
over 200, and probably 300, miles in leDgth. 
Small ravines and creeks empty into thosa 
channels. They are also filled with gravel. 
Very frequently even comparatively small 
ravines or rivers are found to be rich indeed, 
containing large quantities of gold. 
The 
gold is deposited with pretty fair uniformity 
throughout the length of this entire deposit, 
which in some places has a depth of as much 
as 000 feet. 
Iu other places it is very much 
shallower—sometimes only 20 feet in depth. 
The top gravel is poor, compared with that 
on the bottom. The gold in the top gravel is 
also finer. The lower you descend the chan­ 
nel and the nearer you approach the plains 


THE FINER THE GOLD. 
I t does not follow from that that the gravel 
is any poorer, for the richest gravel I have 
seen at any point is at Smartsville, in a mine 
which is almost the nearest to the plains of 
any that has been worked. The yield per 
yard is almost as much, if nut as large, as at 
any other plac9 I have observed. 
In some 
gravel channels, especially in Sierra ana Pla­ 
cer counties, the gold is found quite close to 
the bedrock. The gold in those mines is de­ 
posited pretty uniformly, and gradually gets 
poorer and poorer as. you come from the bed­ 
rock. 
Surface gravel in nearly all cases is 
lighter than that lower dowm. 
Immediately 
below these ancient gravel beds, where it had 
been 
washed 
away 
by 
the 
opera 
tion 
cf 
a 
Bystem 
of 
rivers, 
ia 
where the 
riche-t 
bars were 
formed. 
The rich washings in the rivers, as a general 
thiDg, were found immediately below where 
the present rivers had washed away these 
ancient chann-ls. The miners having worked 
these bars where r.atare had deposited for 
them, and after having pretty well cleaned it 
up, proceeded to search for the source of the 
gold. They went upon the banks, and found 
deposits on the hanks of these streams, im­ 
mediately alongside and above the river beds. 
They worked these for a while, but soon 
found that they were not of large extent, but 
were bounded on the Eide by tl:e bedrock of 
the river on the river side. Then they passed 
up higher and higher, until at last they found 
themselves in the gravel channels from which 
the gold 
originated which they had first 
found. 
THIS FIRST MINING 
Was all done by the action of water ; by the 
U6e of water in the river beds. 
Mining ss 
practiced at the first and as practiced now 
to some slight extent in flumes on the river, 
was by backing up all the water in the river 
and taking out the gravel and running that 
through sluices, the water being carried 
around the gravel bed while this mining was 
going on in the bed. 
Small ditches were con­ 
structed to carry water along the banks and 
used in what was called bar.k miniDg. When 
these river and bank mines were somewhat 
exhausted and the ancient river channels 
found, ditches of great extant were con­ 
structed. In order to work these old channels 
it was necessary to drive long tunnels. The 
yield of gold from 1848, when it was first discov­ 
ered in California, up to June 30,1881, has been 
81,154,000,000. This amount has come di­ 
rectly or indirectly from these ancient river 
channels, including that in which the Gold 
Run claim is situated. About 8900,000,000 
came from those channels. 
All gold mining 
in California is nothing but hydraulic min­ 
ing, because there is the same principle in 
each kind. 
In all the different kinds of min­ 
ing the same general principle is worked— 
that is, by the action of running water. 
W hat is technically known as hydraulic 
mining is the washing away of the material 
in which the gold is foHnd. 


BY HYDRAULIC FOWF.R. 
Water is brought to an elevation above the 
point at which it is desired to discharge it, 
and thence taken down to the mine either by 
hose made of rubber or of cotton, or through 
ircn pipes, and discharged under pressure 
again6t the bank. 
[Here witness described 
Beam, quartz, and all the different classes of 
mining, and said they were actually all hy­ 
draulic processes ] Any kind or class cf gold 
mining, wherever practiced, necessarily re­ 
sults in the muddying or polluting of the 
stream. To successfully miue it Is necessary 
to have gravel beds with gold enough in them 
to pay for working. The mine must be sit­ 
uated at an elevation securing a good dump. 
It is necessary to have water with which to 
wash, and large ditches and reservoirs, on ac­ 
count of the dry season in California, are 
necessary. 
There has been a diminution 
rather than an increase in the amount of ma­ 
terial washed out from hydraulic locations or 
districts. These ancient river beds in which 
in this State the hydraulic gravel mines are 
situated or located are generally bounded on 
either side by a rim or bed-rock. 
In order to 
wash the lower gravel it is nece'sary to run 
tunnels, and in many places these tunnels 
have to be of very great length. 
The bed­ 
rock is very hard, and these tunnels are very 
expensive. The first mining that was done 
iu these ancient river channels was done in 
the surface and was easily reached. Most of 
the mining which was done prior to ten years 
ago was in the too surface gravel, which wss 
easily washed, being of light character, con­ 
taining but few bowlders, and was washed 
through sluices with steep grades, which ma­ 
terially Increased 


THE AMOUNT OF MATERIAL 
Which could be washed away after th9 sur­ 
face had been washed off in these mines, as 
has been the case with the Gold Run mine. 
It was necessary to run these long tunnels 
and as a general thing it was impossible to 
give them much grade, This bottom gravel 
is full of bowlders, which washes slowly and 
which is discharged through sluices having 
light grades. I don’t think more than one- 
half or one quarter as much material is now 
washed away in the mining districts of Cali­ 
fornia as was washed ten years ago. The 
amount of water used on these mines has not 
increased very largely. I used the first Little 
Giant ever used iu gravel mining. That was 
in 1869. The obj3ct of the Giant is to dis­ 
charge a large stream of water in one jet. 
Formerly we used in the North Bloomfield 
mine from twelve to fifteen stream s; at 
present we run all the water throngh one 
Giant and one man tends to it. I t is labor- 
saving. 
We also by its use have the water 
entirely under control. They do not increase 
the amount of material washed but save 
labor. The material washed from a mine is 
determined Boicly by three factors : the char­ 
acter of the gravel, the amount of water used, 
and the g.-ade and capacity of the sluices. 
At least $1C0 000,000 are invested in mining 
property in this State, §100.000,000 of w. icn 
is invested in hydraulic mines. 
I suppose 
that 99 lOOths of the gold of the world has 
been taken out by the hydraulic process. 


THE PRODUCT OF GOLD 
In California has varied. 
It was the least in 
1877, when it was $15,237,729. It has been 
largest the past year. 
It ranges from fifteen 
and a quarter million to twenty millions per 
annum. It would be impossible to work these 
hydraulic mines by any other process than 
the one ured at present. 
I know of only two 
or three gravel deposits that could be worked 
with any profit by drifting. [ Here witness de­ 
scribed the mahner in which the Gold Rnn 
mines have been wssbed, corroborating the 
testimony of Mr. Gonld.] If the Gold 
Run 
Mining 
Company is 
allowed to 
continue their working of this mine it 
will take them 37 years to exhaust it. 
In the Bloomfield and Milton mine the ex­ 


penditure for 
capital 
account has been 
$4,079 321. Eureka Lake Company has ex­ 
pended about $2.500,000; the South Yuba 
about $2,000,000; the Gold Run Company, 
8433.000, exclusive of interest; and I could 
mention many more. The Bloomfield and 
Milton take out annually from §700,000 to 
$900,000. I can tell within five or ten per 
cent, of the amouDt of gold that remains in 
the channel of ground between the Middle 
and South Forks of the Yuba. 
I find that 
the gold in those ancient river channels is 
generally about uniform in its yield. 
Each 
mile is composed of about the same material. 
There is very much 


MORE GOLD REMAINING 
In those channels than has been taken o u t; 
very much more. 
Five hundred million of 
dollars have been taken out of the California 
ruines. Certainly very much more than that 
is remaining. 
Very near ail the money in­ 
vested in mining property in this State is 
California capital. 
The only foreign capital 
—and by foreign capital I mean capital from 
outside the United States—invested in our 
mines is in the following gravel mines : Bo­ 
nanza, in Sierra county ; Blue Tent, in Ne­ 
vada county; Bird’s Eye Creek, in Nevad a 
county; and the Gold Ruu mine, limited]! 
in Placer county. I think there are only 
four gravel mines now worked which are 
owned by persons outside of the United 
States, or by foreign capitalists. Ia qnartz 
mines they have the Sierra Buttes, Plumas, 
Eureka,' Placerville, and one or two other 
small mines. 
There are a great many hun­ 
dreds of gravel mines in this State. The 
people of the following counties depend al­ 
most entirely upon the mining industry: 
Inyo, Mono, Alpine, Mariposa, Tuolumne, 
Calaveras, El Dorado, Placer, Nevada, Plu­ 
ma», Sierra, Trinity, Shasta, Del Norte and 
Siskiyou, about one-fourth of Butte and one- 
third of Yuba. There is also 


EXTENSIVE MINING US' STANISLAUS. 
I have been in nearly all the counties I have 
mentioned, and know that in most of them 
the population depends entirely upon the 
mining industry. The agriculture carried on 
in those counties is for the sole purpose of 
supplying tha_ mining population. 
In Inyo 
county there is not a soul that does not de­ 
pend on mining for a subsistence; and in 
Nevada county, which is the largest of the 
mining counties, and where there is consider­ 
able agriculture, the same is true. Practically 
every inhabitant in Nevada county depends 
upon mining for his living. The population of 
those counties by the last censns is 127,858. 
In Russia and in Australia there exists 
similar gravel channels to those in California. 
In Australia the existence of gravel deposit 
is below the surface of the drainage and has 
to be drifted. 
In Russia, which produces 
from §20,000,000 to §27,000,000 per annum, 
nine-tenths of it is taken out by the hydraulic 
process. The miners in California have fol­ 
lowed the same method in measuring water 
which prevails in Italy and Spain. That is, 
aD aperture of a certain size and representing 
a certain number of sqnare inches, cut in an 
upright or vertical plank which forms a por­ 
tion of a confined box. 
The water discharges 
under a constant pressure through that aper­ 
ture, aDd the amount is estimated by the 
number of square inches of the opening. 
a m in e r’s in c h 
Is equal to the flow of 2,260.8 cubic feet in 
twentv-four hours. [Here witness described 
the difference between the top and bottom 
gravel in the Indiana Hill mine ] Pipe-clay 
is not generally found in bottom gravel, but 
immense deposits of it in the upper gravel I 
do not think that the heavy material of the 
Gold Run mine will be washed far dowD the 
North Fork, but will find a permanent lodg­ 
ment in that stream. There is evidence of 
that from the fact of the large deposits now 
in the North Fork a ihort distance below 
Canyon creek. 
The dump of the Polsr Bear 
mine, which is on the same channel, and 
only five miles distant from the Gold 
Run, 
has 
filled 
the 
Bear 
river 
to 
a 
depth 
of 
100 
feet, 
and 
apparently has a permanent lodgment in that 
stream. I t has formed a kind cl riprap dam, 
has stood the floods of several winters, and 
seems to be permanent. [Here witness de­ 
scribed the character of the sand and debris 
deposits in different portions of the North 
Fork that he had visited.] 
I think the 
estimate cf the filling in the North Fork as 
made by Mr. Uren is correct. 
He made that 
examination at my request. There remains 
in the gravel of the Gold Run mine at least 
$6,500,600. I estimate that there remain 
22.000.000 cubic yards yet to be worked in 
that mine. 
A t this puint the Court a: journed to 9:30 
this morniug.

LOCAL jNTELLICENCE. 


P r o b a b l e 
S u ic i d e .— Coroner Vermilya 
returned from Galt yesterday, where he had 
been to hold an inquest on the body of an 
unknown man found dead last Sunday on the 
ranch of George T. GreeD, near that place. 
That gentlemaD, while passing over his field 
looking for stock, discovered the body ly iD g 
near a tree. There was a piece of rope tied 
around the neck tightly and a piece to match 
it was fastened to a limb of the tree. 
I t is 
probable that the man had* been originally 
suspended to the tree by the rope, and the 
rope not being able to sustain his weight! had 
parted after life was extinct. Appearances 
indicated that the body had been lifeless fer 
a day or two. Nothing was found about the 
body except au old, much-worn letter, evi­ 
dently from 
his 
brother 
in Germany, 
dated 
at 
Soiotenbsrg, 
and 
a 
photo­ 
graph of a soldier cf the German army, 
perhaps the brother who wrote the letter. 
No one in the community knew anything of 
him or his hittory. Ho was a man ab< ut 35 
years of age, five feet eight inches in hight, 
with a light mustache, a thin growth of chin 
whiskers, 
and blue eyes. 
Several days 
previous the man had b‘en about Hicksville 
in search of work. 
He was given food by 
some of the more charitably inclined, but 
was unsuccessful in his search for employ­ 
ment. 
Since he disappeared from that place 
nothing more had been seen or beard of him 
until he was found dead as stated. The ver­ 
dict of the Coroner’s jury was to the effect 
that the stranger had committed suicide by 
means of a rope. Tho Coroner had him 
buried at Hicksville. 
T rade Mabk —Elw ard A. Dairen, of San 
Francisco, filed his claim for a trade-mark in 
the oiiice of the Secretary of State yesterday. 
The trade-mark, as claimed, consists of the 
word “ multiplex ” extending across the label, 
and the words “ copying tablet ” immediately 
below it. 
Following are statements what the 
tablet will perform, and also directions for 
use of same, the whole printed on dark- 
colored paper in bronz°. J. S. Rosenbaum & 
Co., of San Francisco, aleo filed nine claims for 
trade-marks for cigars, as follows : The first, 
consisting of a picture representing a man, 
with eye glass and fob-chain, holding in his 
left hand, above his head, a bunch of cigars, 
bound with 
red tape ; 
resting ou the 
floor cf the room, and to the left of the figure 
are tweuty cigar boxes, the lid of the upper­ 
most one being open, showing the word 
“ Slote” on its under surface; the back­ 
ground represents a wall of a room covered 
with figured paper. The second consists of a 
sprig of a rosebush, showing leaves and rose­ 
buds encircled with a scroll, and at the lower 
left-hand corner is a miniature representation 
of the same, encircled in the words “ Arbal 
da Ruses Trade-Mark.” 
The third is the 
Cross of St. George, colored red, upon a 
white flag, attache 1 to a golden staff. The 
fourth c insists of two oelored plate3, showing 
palm trees, fl iwers, etc., with the words “ Lie 
Cuba y Indianos.” The others consist cf 
claims upon trade-marks recently claimed by 
J . H. Cutter for wlúsky. 


P r o p e r t y R e c o v e r e d .—On December 7th 
the residence of C. C. Powning, the editor 
and proprietor of the Reno Journal, was bur­ 
glarized, and personal property cf consider­ 
able value carried away by the burglars. 
Constable George W. Avery, of Reno, sent a 
notice describing the property to the police 
department of this city. Officer Dunlevy 
finding Tommy Ryan, alias Bull Kelly, who 
was arrested Monday for complicity in the 
robbery of George \V. Locke, Jr., dressed 
rather lietter than usual with him, concluded 
to lock about for descriptions of property 
stolen. 
In overhauling the list he found the 
description of Powning’s property exactly 
fitted articles which were taken from Kelly 
when he war searched, after being arrested.
